© Erctofore gray-eycd Ainerua ſpake 
and propheſied in Athens, by the 
A mouthes cf Ilcarned Grecians : but 
mY now, and long before this time, I ſee 
her ſinging in Brittany by the mouths 
of the mott wiſe Engliſh men, and 
\ J crowning the ſonnes of England wi h 
> = A, all kinds of divers coloured Garlands. 
Concertung me, if any man ſhall enquire what might be 
the cauſe, and for what reaſon Icame into this famous Iaud, 
and haue trauclled fo far as this molt illuftrious and renow- 
ned Vniuerſitie of Oxſerd ; may it pleaſe him to heare the 
cauſe, (God himſelfe will witneſſe it to bee true according 
to this enſuing diſcourſe.) Becauſe the Devill percciucd that 
his time was but ſhort, therefore he came into the Earth fwll of 
wrath and was mooued againſt the Church of God, as a ra- 
ging and angry Lion; according to that which S. John ſaith 
in the Reuelation, the 12. Chap. and the 22. Verſe; and as 
the Prophet Danid ſpeaketh in the 80. Plalme and the 13. 
| Verſe, 


Verſe, The wild Borg out of the Wood hath deflroyed it, and the 
wild beaſts of the fields haue eaten it: and againe in the $3. 
Pſalme, Verſe 3. and 6. They haus conſulted together in hears, 
and haue made a league againſt thee; The Tabernacles of Edom, 
and the Iſmaelites, & c. Right ſo the Greeke Church at this 
time ſuffereth, being deſſitute of all perfection and know. 
ledge : the cauſe of this euill, is the great Turke, that is, the 
King of the Turkes doth defire, and is willing to hauepeace 
with all that are vnder him: but ſome of his Magiſtrates are 
very wicked and proud, and by thoſethe Greeke Church 
doth ſuffer much miſery, For this reaſon, neither can there 
be any Schoole, neither any Maſter dcfiring to teach Schol- 
lers can remayne in one place. Euen as I ſuffered and know: 
who haue taſted of many kinds of miſerie, Now the cauſe 
of this my miſerie was this: I in my youth deſired much to 
better my vnderſtanding and my learning, re membring that 
ſaying of Chrilt ; Search the Ser ptures and in them thou 
ſhalt ſind enerlajting life: and that of Saint Paul to Timothie, 
In that thou haft know: e the holy Scriptures of a child which 
are able to make theewiſe vnto ſaluation, And that of Sales. 
mon; where the Lord ſaith, In that thou askedſt wiſdome only 
and nothing elſe, I will gius thee wiſdome and riches therewith- 
all, and a Kingdome greater then allthe Kingdoms of the earth: 
And that of Dauid in the hundred and nineteenth Pſalme, I 
thy Lawes did I meditate. Yet by reaſon of the defect of 
Teachers I trauelled through many places in Greece that I 
might ſupply that wat; profiting in 42 places more, in ſome 
lefle: At length I came to Athens, ſtudied & preached there; 
now the Captaine of that place, was an Hagarene, & a dead- 
y enemy to all Chriſtians which dwelt at Athens: beſides 
this, ke was very couctous and cruell, yniuſt, and did much 
wrong to the Athenians : by reaſon whereof the Athenians 
weut tothe great Turke three ſeuerall times, and complay- 
ned of the iniuries which he had offered them, whereupon 
the great Turke ſear certaine Noble men to hang him;bur by 
— of his Riches and Nobilitie they could not accom- 


pliſh that they were ſent for, The Captaine vpon theſc com- 
A 2 plaints 


plaints was grieuouſly offended with the Athenians: and far- 


ther, to ſatisſie his owne greedie deſires, he oppreſſed many 
Strangers: amongſt the, relt ſeeing,me alſo, who was a Strau- 
ger and ynknowne of all: immediately he layes hands vpon 
me, diligently examined me concerning the name of the Go- 
uernour of my Natiue Countrey: I anſwered, that it was now 
almoſt twentie yeares fince I left my Countrey for ſtudy and 
learning ſake; and that I had not as yet returned to my Coun- 
trey, and therefore I knew not the name of the Gouernour 
thereof, Then hee anſirered me, If you know not your Go- 
ucrnour, you muſt goeto Priſon; whither when I came, they 
clapt a paire of Bolts vpon my legs. Not long after the Go- 
uernour called many of the Turkes, who derive their begia- 
ning from Mahomet: and then he tooke ine out of Priſon, & 
brought me before them, and ſaid vnto them, Bchold a Spa- 
niſh Traytor. They all cryed out, Tis true as you ſay, hee is a 
trayterous Spaniard, as we know by his Beard, for it is long 
and picked, and blacke, and his clothes are of a Spaniſh red 
(for I did weare appare!l of red colour, ſuch as the chiefe of 
the Greeke Monkes vſe alſo:) and ſome of the Chriſtians 
ſtanding by, made anſu ere for mee to the Turkes, that this 
was the vſuall zppaell of the better fort of the Greeke 
Monkes: but the Turkes withſtood that, ſaying, that the 
Monkes Habits were made of coutſer cloth, but mine was 
of finer, and therefore a Spaniſh garment. This they ſaid, 
not that the cloth was indeed finer then that of other Monks, 
but that they might vniuſtly picke a quarrel]; and bring ſom? 
accuſation, whereby they might puaiſh m2. After this they 
began to iutice me ſtying;Our Eaſter is neere at hand, and if 
thou wilt deny thy Chriſt, wee promiſe thee (and that wee 
may not decciue thee as concerning our promiſe, e ſweare) 
that if thou wilt become a Turke, thou ſhalt greatly honour 
our feaſt day, and for this wee wi'l mike thee a Centurion, 
beſides other great honours which wait vpon thee, Now it 
is the manner of the Turkes when they ſwe are, no: to falfifi: 
their words; and thrice in this manner they tempted me: but 
I denied them alwaies, telling them, That my care was = 
Or 


for honours, but that I deſired ratker to die in the ſame Re- 
ligion, for which my father and mother died alſo. Then one 
of the Gouernours came, and plucking me by the Beard, & 
the haire of the head, buffetted mee, ſaying; Why, ſecing I 
turned Turke, maiſt not thou alſo? (for before time he had 
beene a Chriſtian) I anſwered him, that I cared not what hee 
had done, I allow not of it. Then he threw me on the greiid, 
and trampled vpon my head before all the Congregation of 
Turkes, and Chriſtians. And afterwards they ſhut mee vp in 
cloſe ward , meaning after a few houres to bring mee out a- 
gaiue to puniſhment , that for feate of ſtripes I might turne 
Turke. And ccrtaine Chriſtian ſlues belonging to the Cap- 
taine, who were of the Weſterne Church, came to me, ſayings 
Now is the time that thou ſhalt beſcourged to death vnleſſe 
thou turne; and they beſought me, ſaying, It is better to dye 
then turne Turke. I anſwered, God forbid,that I ſhould de- 
nic Chriſt the true God, I will firſt die an hundred times in 
one day before I denie my Sauiour Chriſt, Then my conſci- 
ence ſaid to me in priuate : But can I then endure tormenis 
eucn vnto death? Then my reaſon anſwered , Chriſt was a 
man, and yet he ſuffered on the Croſſe to death, and that not 
for himſelfe, but others. But then I reaſoned againe; Chriſt 
was both God and man, therefore hee could withſtand the 
terrours of death: but I am a fleſhly man, and perchance I 
cannot vndergoe the cruell pangs of death: but my copſci- 
ence ſolued all this doubt, in that the Martyrs were fleſhly- 
men, and ſinners, yet by the grace of God were ſtreugthe- 
ned to die, therefore by the fame grace ſhall I be ſuſtained. 
And in this cogitation I was much comforted, and, preuailed 
in ſpirit, and wholly gaue my ſelfe ouer to ſuffer death: and 
they led mee ſtraight waies to the place of execution, and 
bound me hand, and roote in manner of a Croſſe vpon the 
Earth, as appeareth by this figure following. 


Theſe- 


Theſe fignifie two Turkes, beating Chriſtopher Angelo 
with two Cudgels on each fide of him, one ſtrikes him on 
the head, and the other on the fide. And hee remayned one 
houre dead, as the Athenians told him, after he was reuiued. 

Since here I haue no witneſſes, that for the preſent may te- 
ſüfie the truth of theſe my ſufferings , therefore I call the e- 
ternall Father, and God of all, both witneſſe and iadge in 
this manner: The eternall God puniſh me in this World and 
in that to come, if I haue not thus ſuffered from the Turkes 
vniuſtly, for my faith in Chriſt, as is aboue-written.For they 
laid on the Earth thicke pieces of Timber like the beames of 

an 


. an houſe, and to them they bound me; and then they began 
to beate mee with ſcourges, as appeareth in the figure. 
Two men dipping their Roddes in ſalt Water beganne 
to ſcourge me; and when the one was lifting vp his hand;the 
other was ready to flrike, ſo that I could take no reſt, and 
my paine was moſt grieuous : and fo they continued bea- 
ting me, ſaying, Turne Turke, and we will free thee : but! 
anſwered them, In no caſe, vntill they made me halfe dead. 
Then they reſted a while, ſaying, He is ſurely very conſtant, 
and will not deay his Religion : but we will tell him that we 
will let him goe if he will ay that the Athenian Merchants 
which are in Ver.ice, ſent him to betray Athens vnto 
the Spaniards : and then they began to beate mee on the 
feere, ſaying : Confeſſe that the Athenians which traffique in 
Venice, ſent thee to betray Athens to the Spaniards,ard we 
vill let thee goe. Now the Turkes would haue mee beare 
Falſe witneſſe againſt the Athenians, that thereby they might 
take them, and ſlay them for the hatred which was between 
the Governour, and the Athenians.I ſaid nothing to this, and 
till this time I vnderſtood what the Turkes ſaid ; but from 
this moment, that is, from that time, in which they ſaid 
twice or thrice to me, Confeſſe that the Athenians ſent thee 
to betray Athens, l anſwered nothing, Ivnderſtoed nothing, 
I was perfectly dead, and ſo remayned for the ſpace of an 
houre, and againe after an houre, by the grace of God reui- 
ued. l know not wel how long time I remained dead;but the 
Grecians of Athens told me that 1 was dead for an houres 
ſpace, as they had heard from the mouth ef the Turkes that 
rormented me. Then the Turkes tooke all my ſubſtance, my 
bookes, I meane; and riches; and I was much in debt, till 
by the requeſt of many Noblemen I was freed from Priſon. . 
And after a weeke, they counſelled among themſelues to 
take mee, and in one hon re to kill mee, or make mee turne 
Tu:ke by wWhipping, and other torments: But this Jaying. 
wait was made knowne to all the Chriſtians, both men and 
womer in Athens, and to ie alſo. Then 1 fled from Athens, 


and came vnto Peloponneſus into the houſe of my —_— 
and. 


and the Turkes purſued mee to their heuſe, to the end the 
might take me in the ſame: who wrought meanes for my el | 
cape, that I was not then taken, And after that I was fledde p 
from thence, they layd hands on my two Brothers, with 
whom how they dealt God knowes , and not I. And thus 24 
wandering abroad, I found expert Merchants, which knew ds 
well both England and many other places: and I inquired 
diligen:ly of them where I might keepe my Religion, & iu- 
creaſe my Learning: they told me, in England you may haue 
both, for the Enpliſh men loue the Grecians, and their 
Learning : and it is a Monarchie, where are found many 
very honeſt, wiſe , and liberall men. Therefore I came 
in a fircight courſe to England, ſtudying theſe many yeares. 
And firſt I thanke God, who ſent mee ſuch honeſt and lear- 
ned menzandſecondly your Worſhips,who are my moſt lind 
Benefactours, and all good and charitable men: and I be- 
eech God day and night, that hee will reſtore an hundred 
fold to you in this life, and in the life to come a Crowne in- 
corruptible; to you Iſay, and all other good men, for their 
great goodneſſe and liberalitie. Amen, 


An Epiſtle in commendations of Eng land and the 
| Inhabitants thereof. g 


I am conſcious to my ſelfe of mine one va worthineſſe, 
hauing not ſo much as a taſt of that Learning, which might 
make me bold to preſent my lines before ſo worthy men: yet 
becauſe (as a Wiſeman hath it) neceſſitie diiues a man to 
many a ſhift; 1 am therefore thus ſet ou worke, Our Saviour 
Chriſt both God and man; as God doth requiſe ſpirituall 
honour from the ſoules of men, to wit, goodneſſe, loue, care- 
fulneſſe to performe good things, almes deeds, and the like: 
according to that ofthe Prophet Dauid, Let cuery ſpirit praiſe 
the Lord: and as S. Paul commandetb, Glorifie GOD in your 
bodie, & in your ſpirit, for they are Gods, Now as man, our 
Lord requireth ſuch honour, as was due vnto that perſon in 
him. For ſo it appeareth in that queſtion of his vnto the Le- 
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per; who, of ten that were clenſed, alone returned to render 
our Sauiour thankes : eAre there not ten cleanſed , but whore 
are thoſe nine? Surely as a Wiſeman ſpeaketh, he muſt needs 
be of a very ingratefull diſpoſition, who in matters of kind- 
neſſe can ſaddenly become forgetfull. For my owne part if 
there be any ſuch, who for benefits receiued , ſhall not re- 
turne ſpeciall acknowledgement alwaies ynto bis friends, let 
him beare that foule note of ingratitude, with diſgrace and 
infamie amongſt men. I my ſelfe for ſome yeares haue beene 
nurſed in this delicious and blisfull Engliſh Ile: ſhould I not 
euer acknowledge this with all thankfulneſſe both to this 
Countrey, and ſpecially to your moſt reuerend dignitic, 
and to your ſelfe my kind Mafter and BenefaQour? I might 
juſtly be accounted one of thoſe, Therefore that I may not 
ſeeme vngratefull for ſuch great benefits, as much as in mee 
lyes, I will ſend forth this = and ſo ] begin. 5 

O faire- like man, thou molt fertill and pleaſant Country 
of England, which art the head of the World, indued with 
thoſe two faire Eyes, the two Vniuerſities, which raineſt 
downe moſtplentifully Milke and Honey. I call thee faire- 
like man, and the head beautified with two pleaſant Eyes, 
becauſe heretofore thou didſt ſend forth two hornes of the 
holy Church of Chriſt. The firſt is Conflantive the Great, 
thatſecond Light of the World, who freed ſuch as were held 
in captiuitie for the confeſſion of Chriſt , who driued away 
the myſt of Idolatry, who was equall with the Apoſtles, and 
firſt triumphed ouer the enemies of Chriſt. The {ſecond horne 
is holy Helen, who found out that life-bearing croſſe, the 
weapons of all true Chriftians, the moſt holy Mot her of the 
World. But now, and long fince thou haft beene beautified 
with two reſplendent Eyes, in that thou contayneſt the two 
famous Vniuerſities. For I call the two Vniuerſities the two 
reſplendent Eyes, euen moſt renowned, and molt beautifyll 
Oxford, with her Siſter the like renowned Cambridge. And 
ifit be lawfull to compare the World to a mans body (for a 
man, according to Ariſtole, is a little World) ſurely I muſt 


account England the head of this bodie: for it is euen ſo _

ded by the Sea from the other parts of the World, as 4 mans 
head from his body by the neck. Thou art alſo the place of re. 
fuge, euen the hauen of comfort to pooreGrecians oppreſſe d 
with the tyranny of the Turks: as Dauid ſaies in the 83. Pal. 
eApainſ the eArke of the couenant, the Taberuacles of Edom, 
and the Iſmaclites haue ſet themſelues, &c, Thou bringeſt 
for:h molt Wile men, yea moſt valiant and heroicall Cap- 
taines, (as heretofore Grecia did)yea and thoſe lovers of the 
Greeks, & partakers of their former vertues. Naw the rea ſon 
of this I will tell you. We reade in the Hiſtories of Exſebius 
| Biſhop of Ceſarea, that Conſtantine the Great , & his holy 
mother Helen were Brittaines, the ofſpring and flowres of 
Brittaine : and when Conſtantiue the Great, ruled ouer the 
Grecians, as alſo the whole World, then his kinsfolke came 
out of Brittaine co Conltantinople, & liued in the preſence of 
Conſtantine z and likewiſe the Grecians were ſent into Eng- 
land from Conffantine , and fo the Grecians & Engliſh were 
mingled in bloud. And for this cauſe the Engliſh loue the 
Grecians, aud their Learning, and are beloued of them more 
then any other Nation. And they partake one of another in 
many things beſide: For the Engliſh Nation haue excelled 
11 Wiſdome, & all Heroicall Vertues, as the Grecians of old 
did. And they doe diligently, & with great vnderſtanding 
ſearch out the truth , (as ſaith Paul, Beware leſt any make 4 
prey of you through philoſophie, and vaine deceit ) as the Gre- 
cians alſo heretotote are accounted to haue done: and they 
are alſo giuen to hoſpitali: ie, & pittie of poore ſtrangers, as 
were the Gteciaus (as S. Paul (ayes to the Theſſalonians, Con- 
cernins browherly love I need not ſpeakg : for you are taught this 
from æboue .) & they will allo dye for their Religion, but ne- 
uer turne from their true worſhip of God to any other, as al- 
ſo t he Grecians: yea I my ſelfe was once dead through the 
cruell ſcourging of the Turkes for the Faith of Chriſt, and I 
neuer denyed Chrilt che true God. Ithanke him that ſtreng- 
thened me.) 
All haile therefore, O myſt worthy England : for thou art 
a Virgine, which waſtneuer brought into thraldome by any 
King,

King, although thou haſt bin ſometime humbled, yet thou waſt ne 
uer captiued: & as thou art a Virgine, ſo the mother alſo of man 7 
wiſe men, yea valiant Captaines, & heroicke Warriers. Thus muc 
be ſpoken of Eagland, which of no other can ſo truly beveriſied.

them moreouer into great debt, for which debt, and much 
vſe which they are forced to pay, they are in trouble vntill 
this day. For which cauſe he hath defired theſe our Letters 
Teſtimoniall of his honeſt behauiour atnongſt vs, which wee 
haue willingly granted vnto him, and therunto ſet our hands, 
this Juli 3.1620.

V. giue you to vnderſtand (Brother) that ſince you 
V fled from Atheus, leſt thou ſhouldeſt be apprehen- 


ded agair.e, and forced to denie Chtiſtian; and repayring to 
es to auoyd them that ſought thee , wee procured thee ſafe 
flight; and after thy flight, the Turkes and the Grecians, 
whopaycd money for thee in Athens, hauing notice that we 
werc thy Brothers, laid hold on vs, and imptiſoned vs, and 
ſore aſflicted vs with many puniſhments. The Turkes alſo 
that pa; d money for thy ranſome, took from ys all the goods 
we had, and for the remainder we yet pay intereſt. Now all 
chy cebts together with the vſurie, amount to three hundred 
pounds or thereabout. Neither is this all wee ſuffer, but our 
Children alſo are in hold, and attached for thy debt, and are 
in danger to turne Turkes and deny Chriſt. Wee knew not 
whither thou waſt gone, now wee haue heard thou art in 
Ergland. Now we demand of thee, whether it be good that 
wc and our Children ſhould ſuffer theſe euils tor thy debts ? 
Weertreate thcreſorc for Gods ſake , either to come th 

ſelfe to pay thy debts, or ſend them, and free ys and our Chil- 
ren tom the hands of Infidels, leſt thou giue an account to 


God for the iniurics which for thy ſake we ſuffer.
